Unpublished Letter 
of Washington Found 
by Philadelphian 


Philadelphia, Pa., June 7.—([Spe- 
cial.}—An original George Washing- | 
ton letter which has just been brought 
to light in this city after lying’ hid- 

for many years is creating inter- 
est among students and collectors of 
colonial material. 


raphers, sheds new light*on Wash- 
ington's human side. 

Written at Mount Vernon, July 28. 
1784, the letter was addressed to Cle- 
ment Biddle of this city. After re- 


maining in the possession of Bi 
many years, it came into the hands 
of Richard Vaux, who was mayor of 
Philadelphia in 1856 and 1857, and 
upon Vaux's death it was transferred 
to his heirs. 

— 

The letter also possesses unusual 
interest for stamp collectors. It was 
written more than sixty years before 
postage stamps came into use in this 
country, but the outside of the single 
sheet upon which the letter was writ- 
ten bears, ih addition to the address, 
the word free and Washington's 
signature, indicating to the postal au- 
thorities that it was to be carried and 
delivered without charge by virtue of 
the postal frank held by the first 
President.
